DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-3, 5, 7-12, and 15-18 are pending in the instant application. 
Amendments 

The amendment filed on June 10, 2009 has been acknowledged and has been 
entered into the instant application file. 

Previous Claim Objections 

Claims 4, 5, 7-12 and 15-18 were previously objected to as being depending on 
rejected base claims. 

The claims are no longer dependent on a rejected base claim, and the objection 
is withdrawn. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-3 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over WO 01/42209 as applied to claims 1-3 above, and further in view of 
the Gasparet al article. 

The Applicant has amended the claims to remove the unpatentable subject 
matter, and the rejection is withdrawn. 

Conclusion
